were surprising to me I venture to 
lay them befo re yo u. 
One day I faithfully made a list 
o f every mo rsel I had to eat. After 
breakfast I wro te do wn the items 
and their weight. Same with lunch 
and dinner—l’apres midi d’un die­ 
tician. I want to emphasize that I 
made no plans fo r what I sho uld 
eat. I ate what was put befo re me 
o r, in the case o f lunch, what I 
cho se. No fo reo rdained plan was 
made fo r a balanced diet, o r the 
inclusio n o f the vitamins o r min­ 
erals o r o ther pro tective fo o d. It 
was as nearly as po ssible the same 
average kind o f fo o d I have o n 
o ther days left to custo m, appe­ 
tite and chance. 
Then I made a list o f the fo o d 
elements that are agreed upo n as 
co nstituting a balanced diet, and 
the daily requirements by weight 
co nsidered necessary by the beat 
autho rities. 
A Balanced Diet 
Here they are: 
The b a mr fo o d 
a— Pro tein — 50 
to IOO grains. Carbo hydrate and 
Fat — eno ugh 
with 
pro tein 
to 
make up 1600 to 2500 calo ries. 
Minera ls—Salt (5 grams). Cal­ 
cium 
(.45 gram). 
Pho spho rus 
<.06 gram;. Sulphur (I gram). 
Iro n (.006 gram). 
Magnesium, 
io dine, etc.—traces. 
Vita mins—A (1500 units); B 
co nsisting o f thiamine (I to 2 
milligrams) and ribo flavin (.002 
gram ); C (.06 gram); D (fo r 
adults 3 units); nico tinic (.01 
m g.); E, H, K, requirements no t 
determined. 
So me o f the results surprised 
me. Especially the to tal calo rie 
and pro tein intake. 
I had sup­ 
po sed I was eating abo ut 2500 
calo ries. I had believed the go v­ 
ernment estimated allo wances o f 
1600 calo ries a day fo r a sedentary 
blo ke like me and 2000 fo r a wo rk­ 
er were to o lo w. But my calo ric 
intake fo r that day which co m­ 
pletely satisfied my appetite and 


made me co mfo rtable was abo ut 
1500 calo ries. 
I have always suppo sed I ate at 
least 150 grams o f pro tein a day, 
and have been very sco rnful o f 
strict nutritio nists who say 50 to 
70 grams are eno ugh. I reco gnize 
that a man can live o n 50 grams 
o f pro tein a day, but did no t think 
that was a desirable max imum. 
My o wn intake amo unted to o nly 
73 grams. And I guess I do no t 
eat much mo re o ther days. 
The o ther calculatio ns did no t 
surprise me so much, but may be 
a surprise to o thers who are arti­ 
ficially stuffing themselves with 
vitamins, iro n, etc. My iro n re­ 
quirement is 6 milligrams a day. 
I 
to o k 
in 
twenty 
times that 
amo unt! I go t twice my iro n re­ 
quirement in my egg at breakfast. 
I go t a little mo re calcium than 
I needed. My pho spho rus intake 
was clo se to the minimum require­ 
ment. I was lo wer in that than 
anything. 
As to vitamins, I am flo o ded 
with them. I to o k in 2890 o f A, 
and I o nly need 1500; eno ugh B 
thiamine and ribo flavin; 
three 
times as much C as requirements 
demand, and sunshine will give me 
plenty o f D. 
And again I emphasize I did no t 
plan the meals to get a large vita­ 
min o r mineral co ntent They just 
came naturally in the fo o d that 
was set befo re me.

Riding so. with those who loved 
and adm ired Him about Him, 
Jesus came to the temple, and 
look ed about, and when evening 
had come He again went to B eth­ 
any. to the home of Mary, M artha 
and Lazarus, whom He had re­ 
cently raised from the dead. Nex t 
m orning they started again for 
Jerusalem , without having had 
break fast. Seeing a fig tree w ith 
leaves on it, Jesus went to it. hop* 
tng there would be some fig« , but 
He found there were none. Jesus 
ssid to the tree, "No m*n eat 
fruit of thee hereafter for ever.” 
And the tree withered aw ay. Jesus 
saw an opportunity to tesch a les­

He coun­ 
tered, with a question to them : 13 
the baptism of John from heaven 
or of m en’ He had tlir-m there. If 
they said of heaven. He could say. 
Why did ye not believe him ? 
If 
they said of earth, they were 
afraid of the people who look ed on 
John as a prophet. So they didn’t 
answer Jesus then refused to an­ 
sw er their question. 
Jesus taught the people by m 
parable. He said a certain man 
planted a vineyard, built all the 
necessary equipment and rented 
it to some men to share the prof­ 
its. When he sent a m essenger to 
get his share of the returns they

wounded severely, another they 
k illed, and when at last he sent 
his only son. they k illed him. Of 
course the man k illed these wick ed 
men so they lost all.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Doctor Conducts 
Food Experiment 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
I HAVE ju&t concluded a die­ 
tetic experiment, undertaken for 
a group of students of nutrition,

and since in some ways the results 
were surprising to me I venture to 
lay them before you. 
One day I faithfully made a list 
of every morsel I had to eat. After 
breakfast I wrote down the items 
and their weight. Same with lunch 
and dinner—l’apres midi d’un die­ 
tician. I want to emphasize that I 
made no plans for what I should 
eat. I ate what was put before me 
or, in the case of lunch, what I 
chose. No foreordained plan was 
made for a balanced diet, or the 


made me comfortable was about 
1500 calories. 
I have always supposed I ala at 
least 160 grams of protein a day, 
and have been very scornful of 
strict nutritionists who say 50 to 
70 grams are enough. I recognise 
that a man can live on 50 grams 
of protein a day, but did not think 
that was a desirable maximum. 
My own intake amounted to only 
73 grams. And I guess I do not 
eat much mort other days. 
The other calculations did net 
surprise me so much, but may be 
a surprise to others who are arti­ 
ficially stuffing themselves with 
vitamins, iron, etc. My iron re 
quirement is 6 milligrams a day 
I took in twenty times that 
amount! I got twice my iron re­ 
quirement in my egg at breakfast. 
I got a little more calcium than 
I needed. My phosphorus intake 
inclusion of the vitamins or min- j WM close to the minimum require- 
erais or other protective food 
w as as nearly as possible the same 
average kind of food I have on 
other days left to custom, appe­ 
tite and chance. 
Then I made a list of the food 
elements that are agreed upon aa 
constituting a balanced diet, and 
the daily requirements by weight 
considered necessary by the beat 
authorities. 
A Balanced Diet 
Here they are: 
The baste foods — Protein — 50 
to IOO grams. Carbohydrate and 
Fat 
enough with protein to 
make up 1500 to 2500 calories. 
Minerals—Salt (5 grama). Cal­ 
cium 
(.45 gram). 
Phosphorus 
(.06 gram ;. Sulphur (I gram). 
Iron (.006 gram). Magnesium, 
iodine, etc.—traces. 
Vitamin*—A (1500 units); B 
consisting of thiamine (I to 2 
milligrams) and riboflavin (.002 
gram ); C (.06 gram ); D (for 
adults 3 units); nicotinic (.01 
mg.); E, H, K, requirements not 
determined. 
Some of the results surprised 
me. Especially the to tai calorie 
and protein intake. I had sup­ 
posed I was eating about 2500 
calories. I had believed the gov- 
eminent estimated allowances of 
1600 calories a day for a sedentary 
bloke like me and 2000 for a work­ 
er were too low. But my calorie 
intake for that day which com­ 
pletely satisfied my appetite and 


ment. I was lower in that than 
anything. 
As to vitamins, I am flooded 
with them. I took in 2890 of A. 
and I only need 1500; enough B 
thiamine and riboflavin; three 
times a; much C as requirements 
demand, and sunshine will give me 
plenty of D. 
And again I emphasise I did not 
plan the meals to get a large vita­ 
min or mineral content They just 
came naturally in the food that 
was set before me.
